1, B-29 No. 256 encountered en- 
gine and mechanical trouble 
while on a mission to the Showa 
steel works. at Anshan, Man- 
churia, on July 29, 1944. The 
plane managed to reach a field 
near Vladivostck. All secret 
equipment and papers were re- 
moved and destroyed. 

The crew was “well treated” 
by the Russians, “although sub- 
ject to sharp interrogations about 
details of operations and mainte- 
nance of mechanism in the air- 
craft.” In November, 1944, the 
crew was taken to an internment 
camp at Tash-Kent, Russia. 

2. B-29 No. 42-93829, was at- 
tacked by Japanese fighters while 
bombing steel works at Yawata, 
Japan, on August 20, 1944, and 
headed toward Russia, badly 
damaged. When over territory 
the pilot believed to be Russian 
controlled, the crew and pilot 
bailed out into the unexplored 
sector of Khabarovsk, Siberia. 

After “some pretty harrowing 
experiences in the wilderness, 
lasting up to 40 days in some 
cases,” the crew members were 
picked up by Russians and 
brought to the city of Komso- 
mosk. They reported they were 
treated well. ' 


The “Gen. Arnold” Seized 


3. B-29 No. 365—Named the 
“Gen. H. H. Arnold Special” be- 
cause the then chief of the Air 
Force had picked it out of an 
assembly line—set out on Novem- 
ber 11, 1944 in a formation bound 
for Omura, Japan.
